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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of January, 
February, and March, 1930. 


January.—This month, as a rule, is regarded as a good rainfall month only in the Kimberleys, 
but valuable rains often visit the North-West, and sometimes the Gascoyne and Goldfields, during 
the period. 

The month under review (January, 1930), was, however, an exception in almost every respect. 
Only two rainstorms visited the Kimberleys. One lasted from the 9th to 14th, while the other oc- 
curred a few days later. The only excess, which was recorded at Hall’s Creek, and amounted to 2-10 
inches, was mainly due to the former. Fitzroy Crossing was only 78 points below the normal, but the 
defects at other Kimberley stations ranged from 2-81 inches at Turkey Creek to 6-28 inches at Wynd. 
ham. 


The earlier of the above-mentioned rainstorms reached Marble Bar, where half-an-inch was 
measured on the 11th. 

Over the remainder of the State the gaugings were negligible, and in only two instances was 10 
points exceeded. Defects from normal were, of course, general, with the exception of the fall at Hall’s 
Creek above-mentioned. 

Taken as a whole, the month ranked amongst the driest Januarys on record. 

February.—The rainfall for the month was almost entirely the outcome of a disturbance 
willy type. This system first appeared on the Queensland Coast on 19th January, and, after a very 
complicated history, eventually reached North Australia early in February. On the 5th its rains 
began to affect the East Kimberley, but the system continued to move erratically, and, although useful 
thunderstorms continued, it was not until the 13th, when the centre lay close to Wyndham, that rains 
became general and persistent in the Kimberley country. Travelling West and South-Westward, and 
bringing strong gales in its train, the storm crossed the North-West Coast near La Grange Bay on the 
18th. Its rains now spread to the inland North-West, and the Goldfields, while patchy falls extended 
Westward to the Eastern agricultural country. The bulk of the rain, however, fell over the unoc- 
cupied country to the East of the Goldfields, and only where this is crossed by the Great Western 
Railway was the full intensity of the disturbance felt, extensive was haways occurring in the neighbour- 
hood of Forrest, on the 19th, while flood waters still submerged the line at the end of the month. The 
official rainfall at that point is not available, but at Eucla, some 70 miles South-Eastward, on the 
coast, 54 inches fell in 48 hours. 

Another series of patchy thunderstorms affected various parts of the country between the 24th 
and 26th, but only three or four isolated stations received usefull falls. 

Taking the month as a whole, the result in the Kimberley districts were most gratifying. Al- 
though somewhat less than average rainfall was recorded at Turkey Creek and Fitzroy Crossing, Derby, 
on the other hand, exceeded the normal fall by over 8 inches, and Wyndham by over 7 inches. South 
of that region the State was divided sharply into Eastern and Western halves, the former showing 
heavy excesses in rainfall, and the latter being greatly in defect, with the exception of four isolated 
localities. Included in the over average area was the country lying between Marble Bar and Mundi- 
windi, one or two outlying Goldfield towns (Wiluna and Laverton), and the country along the Great 
Western Railway from Karonie Eastward. The willy-willy rain extended down the North-West coast 
as far as De Grey station, and then swept inland. None of the places West of the Shaw River appears 
to have been affected except by trivial showers.

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March.—The month’s rainfall may be divided into two sections—rain that fell South of the Tropics 
between March 5th and March 11th, and the development of a Cocos Island disturbance which grad- 
ually embraced the North-West division, bringing heavy rains to the coastal districts and useful regis- 
trations to the inland portion of that division and through the Gascoyne. Many of the Eastern and 
South-Eastern agricultural stations also benefited considerably from this disturbance. In a number 
of agricultural and pastoral localities very valuable aggregate falls were noted, but there were, on the 
other hand, a number of stations where the falls were too light to do much good. 

On the whole both wheat growing and stock raising areas have benefited greatly during the month, 
both in the way of water supply and in the softening of the ground for the plough. Since the rains 
fell on warm soil, an abundant growth of pasturage should result, especially if it is followed up by 
another downpour. 

Thoughout the East Kimberleys the totals were heavily in defect, but in the West the 
registrations, although still below the average, were much heavier. 

Another very dry month was experienced at all West and South-West coastal stations.
